WASHINGTON, May 10.—Sen- 
ator Carter Glass, resuming his bat- 
tle for legislation to curb certain 
banking practices, told the Senate 
today that thousands of banks are 
in such condition, due largely to 
their own faults, that the? would 
have to close if the Comptroller 
of the Currency elected to enforce 
the law against them. 

The Virginia Democrat today ful- 
filled his promise to produce a copy 
of the 21-year-old opinion written 
by the late Frederick W. Lehmann 
of St. Louis, then Solicitor-General 
of the United States, holding that it 
was unlawful for national banks to 


engage on the side in the invest- 
ment business through the device 
of securities affiliates. 

Withheld by Palmer. 

Glass said today ke had been 
informed by Attorney-General 
Mitchell that the opinion had been 
withheld by former Attorney-Gen- 


eral A. Mitchell Palmer. 
Glass also stated -hat he had 
discover.c the opinion had been 


concurred in by Attorney-General 
George W. Wickersham. 

Glass stated toda, that the files 
of the Department of Justice 
showed that in 1913 Attorney-Gen- 
eral McReynolds, now a member of 
the Supreme Court, supplied a copy 
of the opinion to William G. Mc- 
Adoo, then fecretary of the Treas- 
ury, at the latter’s request. 

“I don’t know what Mr. McAdoo 
did with it,” commented the Sen- 
ator, “‘but I know the opinion ought 
to have been suppli.d to the Comp- 
troller of the Currency. Fortified 
with an opinion of that sort, the 
Comptroller of the Currency would 
have been under obligation to break 
up these illicit practices.” 

Glass referred to'the memoran- 
dum received today from Mitchell, 
he said, in order to correct an im- 
pression he left with the Senate 
yesterday that it had been McRey- 
nolds who refused to make public 
the opinion. 

“Sound Law Then and Now.” 

The existence of the opinion was 
discovered by Glass only last week, 
although: it was resting in the 
archives of the Department of Jus- 
tice throughout Glass’ term as Sec- 
retary of the Treasury during the 
Wilson administration. Glass made 
plain that he believed every Attor- 
ney-General since Wickersham 
probably had known, or should 
have known, of the existence of the 
opinion, and should have taken 
steps to -determine whether it 
should be acted on. 

‘The opinion, Glass declared, 
“‘was sound law when the great So- 
licitor-General Lehmann wrote it, it 
has been good law ever since he 
wrote it, and it is good law now.” 
He pointed out that the _ great 
period of speculation originated 
when banks were vastly expanding 
their activities in the security field 
and he charged that they were 
largely responsible for promoting 
it. 

One of the provisions of the Glass 
bill would compel all member 
banks of the Federal Reserve sys- 
tem to divorce themselves from af- 
filiated security companies within 
three years. The provision is bit- 
terly opposed by large banking 
houses, which Glass again today 
charged with “deliberately conspir- 
ing to flo Congress with propa- 
ganda agaist this bill.” 

Cites Foreign Bond Flood. 

The fiery Virginian alluded scath- 
ingly to the conduct of bank-owned 
investment houses in flooding this 
country with foreign bonds, billions 
of dollars of which are now in de- 
fault'and virtually worthless. He 
charged that the great banks float- 
ing these issues literally forced 
them on their smaller correspond- 
ent banks throughout the country, 
and that the presence of these se- 
curities in the portfolios of small 
banks had been responsible for 
many a bank failure. 

The correspondent banks, he 
said, were in a condition of “invol- 
untary servitude” to the great 
banks in the money centers, al- 
though he added, one of the main 


aims of the Federal Reserve act 
had been to free the small] banks 
from such domination by setting 
up the Federal Reserve banks, to 
which they might apply for loans 


on their rediscountable paper. 
Norris Asks 


Questions. 

“T have been distinctly shocked,”

AKRON TURNSBACK 
IN STORM OVER 
TEXAS MOUNTAINS 


Dirigible Apparently Meets 
Instirmountable Obstacles 
in Attempt to Reach the 


Pacific Coast. 


MESSAGES DROPPED 
ARE BLOWN AWAY 


Dirigible Rides Out Electric- 
al Disturbance During 
Night but Causes Scare at 


San Angelo. 


By the Associated Press. 

TOYAH, Tex., May 10.—The dir- 
igible AKron turned back this aft- 
ernoon, after apparently encoun- 
tering insurmountable weather ob- 
stacles in its battle to cross the 
mountain ranges of southwest Tex- 
as, en route to the Pacific Coast. 


At 2 p. m. the airship passed 
over Toyah, heading west. but an 
hour later it came back over the 
Same course and continued east- 
ward toward Pecos. It seemed to 
be drifting to some extent. It was 
at an altitude of about 2000 feet 
and partly obscured by clouds. Two 
messages were dropped by Pilot 
Chute, but the strong wind carried 
them away from town. It was 
feared the ship might have encoun- 
tered some mishap. Townspeople 
immediately began a search for the 
Pilot Chute messages. 

The Akron. had been following 
the Texas & Pacific Railroad tracks 
in it sefforts to surmount the 
Guadalupe range to the _ west, 
which was obscured by couds and 
mist. It continued to follow the 
tracks On its course eastward. 


By the Associated Press, 
WASHINGTON, May 10.—Lieu- 


tenant-Commander Charles BE. Ro- 


sendahl reported to the navy at 
midday that the crossing of moun- 
tains in Texas by the airship Akron 
had been impeded by an “impene- 
trable line of thunderstroms last 
night and zero visibility so far to- 
day.’”’ 

The message said the Akron ex- 
pected to cross the mountains at 
El Paso this afternoon by way of 
the Fort Worth-El Paso Airway. 
The commander reported that 
shortly after the ship left Langtry, 
Tex., visibility decreased to zero, 
due to low clouds which forced 
the ship to revérse its course pre- 
viously set for El Paso. The ship 
was experiencing radio difficulties 
due to high static and the low 
power of the Fort Worth radio 
transmitter, he added. The Fort 
Worth station was complying, how- 
ever, with requests for weather re- 
ports.

DALLAS, Tex., May 10.—The air- 
ship Akron fought fog and stormy 
weather .over the treacherous 
mountain country of Southwest 
Texas today, after riding out a night 
of rain and electrical disturbances 
that retarded her flight to the Pa- 
cific Coast. 

Low-hanging clouds and fog cov- 
ered the wild, sparsely settled re- 
gion studded with desert and moun- 
tain peaks, as the world’s largest 
airship fought its way westward, 
dodging thundershowers. 

In sending a weather report at 
9:30 a. m. American Airways oper- 
ators said it was necessary to re- 
peat several times and then resort 
to radio telephone to clarify the 
messdge. The Akron’s operator 
asked for another weather report 
at 10:30 by radio telephone. He 
seemed anxious to obtain every bit 
of data available. 

At 11:30, the Akron was hovering 
over Pecos Bridge, 45 miles west 
of Del Rio, apparently maneuver- 
ing to determine what course tc 
take. 

Last night 1000 residents of San 
Angelo, Tex., were hastily assem- 
bled as an emergency ground crew 
after Homer Freed, World War 
veteran, saw signals from the diri- 
gible which he interpreted as 
meaning it was in distress and 
needed aid in landing during a se- 
vere rainstorm. 

Commander Rosendahl, heading 
the Akron’s crew of 80, declined 
offers of landing facilities from 
ground stations, however, and the 
ship weathered the storm. 

While the Akron hovered over 
San Angelo huge hail stones beat 
down crops and broke glass in 
hundreds of windows in that near- 
by area. There was no indication 
from the Akron that anything un- 
toward had happened to it, how- 
ever. 


84,000 Rise in Britain’s Jobless,

CO-OPERATION ON TAX

Action on Two Programs 
of Cuts and Levies to Be 
Co-ordinated So That Ad- 
justments Can Be Made.

WASHINGTON, May 10.—The 
program for appointment of a spe- 
cial committee to frame a non-par- 
tisan economy bill was formally ac- 
cepted today by Chairman Jones of 
the Senate Appropriations Commit- 


tee. Senator Robinson, the Demo- 
cratic leader, advanced the pro- 
posal. 


Jones named himself, Bingham 
rof Connecticut and Dickinson of 
Iowa, Republicans, and McKellar 
of Tennessee, Bratton of New 
Mexico, and Byrnes of South Caro- 
lina, Democrats, to form the special 
group. 

These three Republicans and 
three Democrats will seek to revive 
some of the $200,000,000 in Gov- 
ernment economies cut out of the 
economy measure by the House, 

Preparing™for Early Action, 

The Senate Appropriations Com- 

mittee will defer consideration of 
all supply bills until the special 
committee has drafted the econ- 
omy measure and put it through 
the Senate, 
- Chairman Jones has called the 
Economy Committee to meet to- 
morrow morning to begin work. He 
invited the ranking members of the 
House Economy Committee, Repre- 
sentatives McDuffie (Dem.) Alaba- 
ma and Ramseyer (Rep.) Iowa, to 
meet with the group. 

Non-partisan consideration of the 
tax bill also seems to be more 
strongly indicated. Democrats are 
looking favorably upon the compro- 
mise revenue plan advanced by 
Treasury Secretary Mills and large- 
ly accepted in the tax bill submitted 
to the Senate by the Finance Com- 
mittee. 

Short Political Truce. 

The political truce for tax-econ- 
omy legislation comes at a_ time 
when the national political cam- 
paign is only a few months off and 
the political conventions are only 
about a month away. The prevail- 
ing view on taxes and economy on 
Capitol Hill seems now to be that 
no politics is the best politics both 
for Republicans and Democrats. 

President Hoover has offered co- 
operation with the Senate in build- 
ing up the economy measure. Sec- 
retary Mills is standing by to co- 
operate in the passage of a reve- 
nue bill that will give assurance of 
balancing the budget. 

The President believes that an 
encouraging unity of action among 
both parties in the Senate has been 
setin motion. Reports of a return- 
ing courage in many parts of the 
country have come to him as a re- 
sult of Senate progress on the reve- 
nue and economy programs, 
coupled with the action of the 
House Ways and Means Committee 
in killing the new bonus proposals. 

Senate leaders plan to put 
through the economy program 
while the tax. measure is in confer- 
ence with the House. It is their 
intention to build up the tax bill 
at that stage high enough to meet 
any deficiencies which may result 
from any unexpected attack upon 
the economy bill in the Senate. 

House to Try Again. 

Meanwhile, the House Economy 
Committee discussed harmoniously 
various methods by which the trou- 
blesome question might again be 
approached. All members seem to 
be willing again to undertake the 
struggle to reduce Government 
costs. They have discussed bring- 
ing out as a separate measure va- 
rious proposals under the veterans 
title stricken from the. riddled 
economy bill by the House. Sev- 
eral provisions were knocked out 
to which there was not much op- 
position because they were linked 
with others to which the majority 
of the House objected.

Referring to his experience § in 
the New Mexico prison, where he 
served 10 months and 19 days of a 
year and a day sentence for ac- 
cepting a $100,000 bribe from Ed- 
ward L. Doheny in connection with 
leases of the naval oil reserve, Fall 
said: .a- 

“I’m weak and thin. I lost 30 
pounds while I was up there. They 
treated me well—as well as a pris- 
oner could be treated. I was not 
accorded any special privileges. 

“T was amused at the ietter from 
Sanford Bates, prison head at 
Washington. He wrote Warden 
Swope I was not to receive any at- 
tention othem than that accorded 
other Federal prisoners; that I was

Yesterday Richards questioned 
all the veniremen for the defense, 
as he did at his first trial last 
February, which ended in a dis- 
agreement of the jury. For the

Company Holds Union By- 
Laws Require Offer of 
Mediation Before Strike, 
But Men Say This Is Op- 
tional. 


Union employes of the Public 
Eervice Co., by a vote of 2781 to 
47 yesterday, authorized their lead- 
ers to call a strike at midnight, 
May 19, in resistance to a second 
wage reduction of 10 per cent. 

“Only a complete withdrawal by 
the company of its notice of a wage 
reduction will avert a strike,” said 
Robert B. Armstrong, international 
union vice president, who is in 
charge of the situation. 

Stanley Clarke, president of the 
company, declined today to com- 
ment on the union’s action  ex- 
cept to assert that the by-laws of 
the international union required 
the men to make an offer of arbi- 
tration before ceasing work. 

Armstrong, when advised of 
Clark's reference to the by-laws, 
said: “The laws of the Amalgamat- 
ed Association of Street and Elec- 
tric Railway Employes of America 
were made by and for the men. 
The provisions of the union consti- 
tution were not made for Stanley 
Clarke. Arbitration is provided for 
—if the men want it. In this case 
the men received a 10 per cent cut 
after arbitration last OctoLer. They 
have expressed themselves against 
arbitrating this second unfair de- 
mand of the Public Service Co., and 
have elected to authorize their offi- 
cers to call for a cessation of work 
unless the company changes its po- 
sition. Their action is significant 
o: their sentiment, and there is no 
rule to force arbitration.” 

Nelson Answers Clarke. 
Harry M. Nelson, union prest- 
dent, explained that, while the 
men were forbidden to strike dur- 
ing the period of agreement with 
the company, they were not forbid- 
den to vote to authorize their lead-

Chamber of Commerce and 
Others to Take Up Mat- 
ter With Estimate Board 
on Thursday. 


A delegation of 20 business men, 
demanding rigid economy and 4 
balanced city budget, descended 
upon the conference of the city 
Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment and the Ways and Means 
Committee of the Board of Alder- 
men at City Hall this afternoon. 

They arrived just after Co’np- 
troller Nolte had receded from his 
demand for a_ nearly-balanced 
budget and reduction of last year’s 
$650,000 deficit, and had agreed 
to “go along” with the Aldermen 
and Mayor Miller. The Aldermen’s 
idea, in which the Mayor con- 
curred, was to cut the city de- 
partments by not more than 10 
per cent, and to accept whatever 
deficit might result. Nolte figured 
that the deficit would we $1,620,- 
000 at the end of the new fiscal 
year. 

The visitors, when informed by 
Nolte of the developments of the 
meeting, protested against the sur- 
render of the position which the 
Comptroller had held until the 
Mayor and President Neun of the 
Aldermen, as a majority of the 
Board of Estimate, outvoted him. 

Organization 

Jacob M. Lashly, attorney, repre- 
senting the Chamber of Commerce, 
was spokesman of the delegation, 
whihe represented also the Indus- 
trial Club, the Clearing House As- 
sociation and the Bureau of Mu- 
nicipal Research. 

“We came here to insist on & 
balanced budget,” Lashly said. “If 
the city has more employes than 
it needs—and we are informed 
that such is the case—they should 
be dispensed with, even though 
that will add to the number of the 
unemployed, 

“If they are retained, the city 
may get into a position where, like 
Chicago and Detroit today, it can- 
not pay any of its employes, not 
even the absolutely necessary 
ones. This is no time for any un- 
necessary burden upon the tax- 
payers.” 

The Mayor, Nolte, Neun and 
Chairman Neumann of the Ways 
and Means Committee replied to 
Lashly, The Mayor, eun and Neu- 
mann told of the necessity, as 
heads of institutions have stated, of 
putting hundreds of patients out 
of the City Hospital, Sanitarium 
and other institutions if the cuts 
proposed are meade, 

Lashly said the business men did 
not favona horizontal cut, and par- 
ticularly wished not to cripple the 
institutions, He asked that the 
four bodie srepresented have the 
privilege of conferring with the 
Boar dof Estimate and the commit- 
tee of Aldermen on the details of 
the budget. Such a conference was 
set for 10 a. m. Thursday in the 
Boar dof Estimate room. 

The Board of Aldermen started 
out with the idea not only of re- 
ducing last year’s deficit, but with 
the idea of holding the total tax 
rate down to that of last year, 
$2.71 on $100 valuation, in spite 
of the 3-cent increase in the State 
tax rate. By the conclusion of 
yesterday afternoon’s meeting of 
the Ways and Means Committee, 
both ideas had been dropped, and 
the $2.74 tax rate and a _ record 
deficit were considered inevitable 
by the members. - 

Police Board Is Blamed. 

The chief reason they gave for 
the failure of their plans was the 
refusal of the Police Board to “go 
along” with city-controlled depart- 
ments in a voluntary pay cut of 10 
per cent. Since the Police Board’s 
announcement of its position, last 
Saturday, the Aldermen say it is 
impossible to make the intended 
cut in city firemen’s pay, and some 
members are asking why the Al- 
dermen themselves should take less 
than their $1800 a year, fixed by 
the charter. 

Circuit Judge Hamilton appeared 
before the Aldermen today, and 
said that as the budget showed a 
reduction of about 10 per cent in 
court expenses, he did not think a 
further cut could be made. He said 
he was not authorized to speak for 
the Circuit Judges as to any reduc- 
tion of their $8000 salaries, fixed 
by State law. 


President Neun sat with the 
Ways and Means Committee in 
yesterday's meeting, and was 
shaking hig head pessimistically 
when the meeting ended. He had 
concluded not only that the budget 
bill could not be cut further, but 
that it should not be cut as much 
as had been done by the Board of 
Estimate, before it was submitted 
to the Aldermen. As the Aldermen 
have no power to increase budget 
items, he saw no way but to call 
for a conference with the Board of 
Estimate, to reshape the whole

HURLEY AT HEARING 
ON CUT IN ARMY FUND 


Opposes Decreased Personnel 
but Is Willing to Take $9,- 
400,000 Reduction.

WASHINGTON, May 10.—Deter- 
mined to block large slashes in 
army appropriations. the House 
Military Committee today invited 
Secretary of War Hurley to testify 
behind closed doors on the pending 
War Department supply Dill. 

Emphatically opposing any re- 
duction in army personnel, Hurley 
told the committee the War De- 
partment was willing to accept a 
$9,400,000 reduction below budget 
estimates. 

The decision to call Hurley was 
reached after Gen. Douglas Mac- 
Arthur, chief of staff, had dis- 
cussed reductions in personnel rec- 
ommended by the Appropriations 
Committee for more than an hour. 

While the session took place be- 
hind closed doors, it was disclosed 
many committee members felt their 
authority had been usurped by the 
Appropriations Committee when it 
recommended a cut of 2000 in the 
officer.strength of the army. 

Gen. MacArthur already has pub- 
licly assailed this feature of the 
supply bill sponsored by Repre- 
sentative Collins (Dem.), Missis- 
sippi. 

Collins in the House this after- 
noon said $3,000,000 could be saved 
annually by placing 2000 officers 
on inactive duty. 

Collins said there were about 
2000 ariny officers who were in the 
so-called “wartime hump” that 
clogged up promotion lists. He 
added thl.. were First Lieuten- 
ants and Captains nearing 60 years 
old who came in the service during 
the war and who have been a stum- 
bling block to the promotion of 
younger officers. 

“The committee believes,” he 
said, “‘that there is no better time 
than right now, when we are seek- 
ing ways and means to save money, 
to initiate a program looking to the 
correction of the intolerable condi- 
tion that now obtains, and it sub- 
mits that this can be accomplished 
without materially, if at all, lessen- 
ing available officer strength in the 
event of war or national emergency. 

“It is not proposing the elimina- 
tion of any officers from the army 
Its proposition generally is to re- 
tire those of the most advanced age 
in the several grades.”

in office, obstruction of justice and 
failure to prosecute criminals. 

The grand jury’s report de- 
nouficed the officials as “unfaithful 
servants who have betrayed every 
public trust” and recommended 
their immediate removal from of- 
fice. 

The indictments referring to the 
slot machine syndicate charged the 
officials and a group of five Dade 
County residents with two conspir- 
acies to violate gambling laws and 
accused them of, operating lotteries 
in violation of the law. 

One paragraph ef the grand jury 
report charged that Pine, Lehman 
and Gruss are “without question 
allied with organized racketeers 
and have been engaged for some 
time in assisting and protecting 
them.” 

The presentment quoted profes- 
sional gamblers of Miami as ad- 
mitting they had no fear of moles- 
tation from Sheriff Lehman, the 
Solicitor or police of Miami and 
Miami Beach. 

Sheriff Lehman announced his 
candidacy for re-election last Sun- 
day.

HECKLER AT NEW YORK HEARING

Meetings of the members of the 
union were held morning and eve- 
ning during interruptions in the 
balloting to permit Nelson to read 
a statement, published last Wednes- 
day in which he took exception to 
Clarke’s figures on anticipated 
losses fog the year.

Company and Union Disagree as to 

Company’s Financial State. 
The Public Service Co. and the 
street car men’s union have reached 
different results in figuring the 
prospective ability of the company 
to continue paying present wages. 
In announcing a 10 per cent wage 
cut for June 1, the company said 
that in view of declining revenue 
it would not take in enough mon- 
ey this year to pay its obligations 
if present wages are continued, re- 
sulting in a deficit. 
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Strike Against Pay Cut 


The union executives have issued 
a public statement undertaking to 
show that the revenue would be 
sufficient to pay present wages. 

Neither the company nor the 
union has made public full de- 
tailed figures in support of their di- 
vergent views, but from the state- 
ments made it would appear that 
the item of “depreciation” has an 
important bearing on the company’s 
fiscal problem. 

The union estimated operating 
revenue at $14,000,000 and operat- 
ing expenses at present wages, in- 
cluding taxes, at $11,500,000. 

“This means,” the union state- 
ment said, “that after paying all 
operating: expenses and taxes there 
will still be left about $2,500,000. 
This is about $800,000 more than 
the sum needed to- meet all inter- 
est payments on outstanding bonds 
and notes of the company. This 
balance of $800,000 would go into 
the reserve for depreciation and is 
exactly the amount which the com- 
pany is permitted to place in that 
reserve by the Missouri Public 
Service Commission.” 

The company’s estimate of rev- 
enue is $13,400,000. In an estimate 
of prospective revenue and costs, 
supplied at the request of the Post- 
Dispatch, it calculated inescapable 
direct operating expenses at $9,- 
968,253, taxes at $1,422,000 and 
interest on bonds and bank loans 
at $1,686,000. The total of these 
is $13,077,053. There would be 
left, then, only $322,947 ‘or the 
company to apply toward its “de- 
preciation” fund. 

In its own estimate of total oper- 
ating costs the company included 
depreciation $1,537,000, which is 
about the amount it has been set- 
ting aside ai.nually. The allowance 
for depreciation made by the State 
Public Service Commission, as the 
union pointed out, is about $800,000 
a year. 

The company’s estimate also in- 
cluded $600,000 for “deferred main- 
tenance”; that is, such .um should 
be expended this year in addition 
to current maintenance in order 
to put the property in first-class 
operating condition, 

Includ'ng the charge for depre- 
c-ation and that for deferred main- 
tenance, the company’s estimate re- 
sulted in a prospective “loss’’ of 
$1,814,053 for 1932. 

The item of “depreciation” is 
subject to variable treatment in 
corporation accounting. The money 
is presumed to be _ set aside to 
keep the property up to its original 
State and worth at all times, or to 
repay the owners for gradual ex- 
tinction of parts of the property 
which cannot be restored by cur- 
rent repairs. The money may be 
expended for new property or for 
other corporate purposes at the 
discretion of the directors. The 
Public Service Co., in recent years, 
has used considerable sums of it 
for purchase of its own outstand- 
ing bonds at a discount, thus re- 
ducing obligations against the prop- 
erty as well as decreasing current 
interest charges.

The indictments were read before 
Justice James M. Proctor in the 
District of Columbia Supreme 
Court.

Means 
was jailed last week after a secret 
investigation by the Justice Depart- 
ment following complaint by Mrs. 
McLean. 

Means’ alleged misappropriation 
of the $100,000, the indictments 
charged, took place on March 7, a 
week after Charles Augustus Lind- 
bergh Jr., was kidnaped. The $400 
was obtained allegedly on March 
18. 

Government investigators are 
still without a substantial clew to 
what actually happened to’ the 
money.

frightened,” Glass replied, “but 
they are, and that is why they re- 
fuse to make loans. They want to 
remain in the most liquid condition 
possible.” ; 

Norris asked why the smaller 
banks had chosen to remain de- 
pendent on the facilities of central 
correspondent banks after the Fed- 
eral Reserve system was created. 
Glass replied that it appeared to be 
partly a tnatter of “so-called tra- 
dition,” and partly because “they 
were unwilling to go to the insig- 
nificant trouble of assembling their 
rediscountable paper at the Fed- 
eral Reserve banks.”’ 

“Then they are in a condition of 


voluntary, not involuntary _ servi- 
tude,’’ Norris retorted. 
Glass who is known as the 


“father of the Federal Reserve sys- 
tem,”’ declared in favor of state- 
Wide branch banking, but againsi 
nation-wide branch banking. He 
told the Senate that the condition 
of banks owned by National hold- 
ing companies is unusually precari- 
ous at this time... On the other 


hand he added that many of the | 


small independent banks which had 
failed were “mere pawnshops.” 

Glass’ bill would authorize na- 
tional banks to engage in branch 
banking on a state-wide scale, and 
he argued that the initiation of 
that practice would tend to break 
up nation-wide branch banking. 

Arguing vigorously for the 
branch-banking provision in his 
bill, Glass said that hundreds of 
small banks which had gone under 
during the present depression would 
have been saved had they been un- 
der the aegis of strong banks with 
ample capital and diversified in- 
vestments. 

“One-Crop Banks.” 

“We have in this country,” 
said, ‘‘hundreds of little banks that 
may be described as one-crop 
banks, and if the orop on which 
they are dependent, such as cotton, 
is a failure, the banks are carried 
down with it.” 

In the many communities which 
are today without banking facili- 
ties, Glass continued, it would be 
possible under his bill to supply 
these facilities through branch 
banks. 

“In addition to the banks that 
have failed,” he said, “there are 
hundreds of banks which have been 
so weakened that they cannot much 
longer stand alone. If we had a 
branch banking system, these banks 
could be taken over by strong in- 
stitutions and their usefulness to 
their communities continued.” 

Even the mildest of proposed ex- 
tensions of branch bahking in the 
past, Glass charged, had been 
fought with the aid of highly paid 
lobbyists. In this connection, he 
made the direct accusation that 
when the McFadden bill was un- 
der discussion several years ago, 
Congressmen were hired by “the 
loop banks of Chicago” to work 
against it. The McFadden bill 
granted national banks the right to 
establish branches within the lim- 
its of their respective cities. 


They Didn’t Understand. 


Until the time of the Civil War, 
Glass said, the strongest banking 
systems in the country were the 
branch banking systems of Ir liana 
and Virginia, whose “notes were at 
a premium in every state of the 
Union.” 

“When we were holding hearings 
here, they had a night school where 
bankers were taught their objec- 
tions to the bill,”” the Senator con- 
tinued. “‘Representatives of the 
American Bankers’ Association 
came to my. office and told me they 
didn’t understand what ‘the bill 
meant. Yet they learned what it 
meant somewhere between my of- 
fice and the Western Union office 
to which they went immediately to 
send telegrams stirring up a propa- 
ganda against it.” * 

Glass flayed the State Depart- 
ment for its practice of giving offi- 
cial consent to the making of for-. 
eign loans by American banks, and 
the consequent flotation of foreign 
securities in this country.

Col H. Norman  Schwartzkopf, 
superimtendent of State Police said 
today a communication had been 
received from a resident of Gil- 
more, Tex., enclosing photographs 
of a baby. The pictures, sent in 
the belief they were of the Lind- 
bergh baby, were shown to mem- 
bers of the family who stated they 
were definitely not photographs of 
the missing child. 

A bottle was washed ashore at 
Long Branch, N. J., saying the 
Lindbergh baby might be found at 
Scotland Light, about five milés 
off the coast.

Eggs Sell for 7 Cents in Texas 
But They Bring 22.8 Cents 
in Massachusetts 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, May 10.—If you 
are living in the right places these 
days you can buy food for about 
what your great-grandparents used 
to pay. The Department of Agri- 
culture, making a survey of farm 
prices, discovered that though 
prices are down everywhere, it 
takes special location to get the 
real bargains. 

“In some states,” it said today, 
“average prices are so low as to 
read. like a price list for the year 
1832 instead of one for today.” 

Eggs in Texas can be bought 7 
cents a dozen but they cost 22.8 in 
Massachusetts and 10.2 as the coun- 
try’s average. 

Butter at the farm is 17 cents 
in Tennessee but 28 in Maine. 
Chickens at 9 cents a pound run 
around the North Dakota farms, 
but the Rhode Island and Connec- 
ticut farm wives are getting 20.5. 
The country average is 12.6 cents. 

Lambs range from an average of 
4.2 cents a pound in Texas and 
Montana to 7 in Maryland. 

As to products other than food. 
the average price of mules is only 
$34 on Montana farms, but in New 
York they sell around $125 a head. 
Montana horses bring $31, while in 
New York they are worth $114.

:| Must Solve Capital-Labor Problem

Judge John J, Parker ot Char- 
fotte, N. C., presiding over the 
United States Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals for the Fourth Circuit, ad- 
dressed the St. Louis Bar Associa- 
tion at itg annua} meeting at the 
Coronade Hotel last night, : 

Judge Parker was nomintged for 
the United States Supreme Court 
by President Hoover in 1930, and 
was rejected by the Senate. Oppe- 
gition to his confirmation was 
based chiefly ypon his decision up- 
holding an injunction &gainst West 
Virginia coal miners, requiring 
them to observe a “yellow dog” 
contract of employment, and upon 
utterances, not made in hig judicial 
eapacity, which offended Negro 
Republicans of his own and other 
fouthern states. 

“The Faith of the Lawyer,” was 
Judge Parker’s theme. He laid 
down, ag essentials, faith in the 
law, faith in the people, and faith 
in the American form of constitu- 
tional government. 

Loss of Spiritual Insight.’ 

“With man’s splendid achieve- 
ments in geience and invention,” 
Judge Parker said, “has come, 1 
am afraid, a loss of spiritual in- 
sight, of faith in the spiritua] truths 
by which men and nations live. 
With all our building of colleges 
we have not produced a _ phil- 
osopher of the rank of Kant or 
Hegel. With all eur law schools 
we have net produced another 
John Marshall, Ang it may be per- 
tinent .here to inquire what is the 
use of traveling 200 miles an hour 
if you do nothing of importance 
when you arrive at your destina- 
tion? What is the use of being 
able to talk across the ecean, if 
you say nothing worth listening to 
when you talk? What is the use of 
libraries and law schools, if law- 
yers are unable to cope with the 
crime waye?” 

The lawyer’s duty te interpret 
the law to meet changing condi- 
tions was outlined by Judge Park- 
er. One problem which he said 
the American lawyer must bring 
to a more satisfactory selution is 
that of industrial warfare, for ‘No 
sensible man imagines, that a situ- 
ation where capital and _ labor 
fight out their differences at the 
expense of the public can long 
continue.” Agriculture, unemploy- 
ment and international  relation- 
ships were declared to be vital 
legal problems, 

“Faith in the Jaw,’’ he contin- 
ued, “means that we shail give it 
our utmest devotion, our unstint- 
ed support. When organized crime 
walks forth boldly and challenges 
the forces of government, when 
the underworld menaces life and 


| property and invades the mest sa- 


ered pregincts of the demestic re- 
lationship, it is time for all Amer- 
icans and particularly for the law- 
yers of Amerjea to uphold tHe law 
and to give ajl men to understand 
that the law is supreme. 

“There is no place in American 
civilization for the criminal organ- 
izations which have terrorized our 
great cities. Our profession can 
render no higher public service 
than in leading in this all-impor- 
tant matter. Let us obey the law 
ourselves. Let us see that other 
men obey it. And Jét us drive from 
the portals ef the profession those 
who would prostitute it to ignoble 
purposes, 

Despotism and Socialism. 

“Democracy, as we conceive it in 
America, differs frem despotism 
and socialism in this: Despotism is 
an individual controlling the social 
business. Secialism is society con- 
trolling the individual's business. 
The philosophy ef America de- 
mands that seciety control social 
business and allew the individual 
to control his own business, In oth- 
er words, democracy in America, 
the American philosophy of gov- 
ernment demands individual free. 
dom in matters which are individ- 
ual just as much as it demands 
social control in matters which are 
social. 

“In the glden days the chief dan- 
ger of democracy lay in the di- 
rection of deapotism. Today it lies 
in the direction of socialism. As 
our life has developed, the social 
element has assumed greater and 
greater importance, yntil in the 
minds of the unthinking the rights 
of the individual have been forgot- 
ten. But these rights must not be 
forgotten by those upon whom 
rests the responsibility for the 
progress of civilization. ey 


“Socialigm is not freedom, but 
tyranny, tyranny by the state which 
cramps and starves the life of the 
individual just ag truly as does 
tyranny by a monarch or an oligar- 
chy. The greatness of America has 
come, not primarily from social or- 
ganization, but frem individual 
freedom. 

“Our fathers in England had de- 
veloped a conception ef certain nat- 
ural rights ag belonging to the in- 
dividual—freedom of thought, free- 
dem of speech and freedom of ac- 
tion. In oyr Gevernment we have 
guaranteed these to the American 
citizen, not only against the execu- 
tive, byt against the entire pewer 
of the state, se that no powerful 
organization, no popular majority, 
not even the whele people may 
4 them to the humblest individ- 
ual.” 

Opponents of Constitution. 


Judge Parker listed opponents of 
the American system of constitu- 
tional government, saying: 

“First there are the Socialists 
and near-Socialists who would 
strike down the Constitution be- 


cause it guarantees the rights of 


} 


individuals, Then there are the 
organized minorities who by prop- 
aganda and intimidation seek to 
control the Government in the in- 
terest or particular classes. And 
there are the doctrinaire advovates 
of pelitical nostrums, whose myl]- 
tiplieation of elective offices has 
weakened the executive arm of 
local governments, whose inifjative 
and referendum has weakened local 
Legislatures, and whose political 
election and recall of Judges has 
crippled local judicigries. All of 
these are striking at the fyunda- 
ymental framework vfpen which the 
greatness of the country has been 
buiit.

Owen at present holds both the 
100 and 220 yard dash records, 
and it seems quite possible that he 
will beat both of these marks in 
the coming meet.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

R. STEINHOF, through his addr 

at the Western Arts Conveation, 
brings his wares to a rising market. 
Most progressive teachers will agree with 
him in insisting upon the teaching of 
fundamentals of art as a basis of free 
expression. 

But many teachers of art will protest 
against the abandonment of the experi- 
ences of the past as one of the aids in 
teaching these very fundamentals. Much 
can be learned from the past as to what 
must be rejected as Well as what may be 
absorbed. Teachers are chiefly con- 
cerned with training their pupils so that 
they shall not only have something to 
expreas, but shall learn how to express 
it. They are not concerned with dictat- 
ing results. They are concerned with 
the training of the mind to think, and 
with the training of the hand and the 
eye and especially the mind, the most 
important factor of all, to express. As 
Dr. Steinhof says, esthetic standards and 
standards of beauty are variable. So 
variable are they that these terms are 
very rarely heard in the classroom. In 
revealing the esthetic experiences of the 
past, it is not necessary that they should 
be imposed as standards. The student 
should be free to form his own personal 
estimates in art. 

Dr. Steinhof’s,; analogy of the science 
of surgery is particularly inapt, as the 
student of surgery’ must practice some 
eight or nine years, studying much of 
the time from the antique, so far as 
anatomical specimens are concerned, 
and learning much from the experiences 
of his predecessors, who form part of 
the history of surgery, before he is per- 
mitted to practice upon his suffering fel- 
low creatures.

After a month of pushing and pulling, a struggle in 
which the conservative majority finally emerged tri- 
umphant, the Senate Finance Commi ttee has com- 
pleted its work on the revenue bill. 

In the main, this measure makes very little change 
in the distribution of the tax burden provided for 
in the bill which was finally passed by the House. 
It has improved upon the House bill in some respects, 
while it has gone in others. : 

The Senate committee has abolished one group of 
excises, only to replace it with another. The levies 
on cosmetics, furs, jewelry, soft drinks, candy, 
matches, firearms, sporting goods, cameras, yachts 
and deposit box rentals, which would have yielded 
$100,000,000, have been dropped. 

The proposed imposts on oil, pipe lines, telephone 
and telegraph messages, and stock and bond trans- 
fers, have been lowered at a cost of $97,000,000. These 
have been replaced by further increases in the pro; 
posed rates on admissions, automobiles, trucks and 
accessories and home brew materials, which will pro- 
duce an additional $138,000,000, and by a 2-cent stamp 
tax on checks and drafts, which is calculated to yield 
another $95,000,000. 3 

Between these two groups of excises there is little 
to choose. They would prove, perhaps, equally bur- 
densome and unpleasant. 

The administrative provisions in the House bill 
which imposed double taxation on dividends and lim- 
ited deductions for capital losses under the income 
tax have been removed. These items were passed by 
the House with inadequate consideration and were 
always of dubious equity. The loss in revenue of 
$124,000,000 incurred by this action is met in part 
by the increased excises, in part by the imposition of 
a duty on the importation of rubber and in part by 
increases in the rates on personal and corporate in- 
comes. 

The Senate has retained the 45 per cent maximum ; 
estate tax rate established by the House in defiance 
of the Treasury’s recommendations and has mod- 
erately increased surtaxes on individual incomes in 
excess of $100,000. The graduation of rates under the 
new measure is continued to a top bracket of $1, 
000,000, and a surtax of 45 per cent is imposed in this 
bracket in contrast to the 40 per cent maximum rate 
in the House bill. 

This does not, in our opinion, carry the progression 
in rates as far as it should go, nor does it impose 
upon the largest incomes a rate which will make 
them bear thdir fair share of the fiscal burden in 
the present emergency. It is, indeed, less than the 
committee itself had earlier voted to impose. 

It is not sufficient to say that incomes are not now 
what they were in the United States, or that it would 
be futile to restore the high surtaxes of the war 
period. The 65 per cent top upon incomes of $1,000,- 
000 or more for which seven members of the commit- 
tee voted could not possibly injure anyone either able 
or unable to pay it. It should be restored as a matter 
of good faith and sound taxing policy. 

By far the worst feature of the bill is the inclusion 
of a number of customs duties, most of which pos- 
sess but insignificant fiscal importance. These tariffs 
have no proper place in a tax bill. As representative 
duties, they will do us more harm than good. 

The duty on coal, for instance, will exclude from 
the country only a trifling fraction of 1 per cent of 
the coal we consume, but by inducing retaliation it 
will certainly cut our fairly substantial exports of 
coal, most of which goes to Canada. 

In petroleum, too, we export three times as much 
as we import. We stand to lose far more by this 
duty than we can gain. ; 
The duties on Jumber, copper and rubber are simi- 
larly reprehensible. 

Only the impost on rubber.will yield any substan- 
tial return and that not until after huge domestic 
stocks are depleted. Meanwhile the effect would be to 
increase the price of rubber and enrich the holders of 
these stocks. ’ 
These duties were written into the tax bill by the 
usual lobbying, log-rolling tactics. 

They would build still higher the wall by which 
the Smoot-Hawley law encircles us. 
Such action at this critical juncture in industry 
and international relations could not but react un- 
favorably upon us. It is imperative that these items 
be stricken from the bill when it reaches the floor of 
the Senate.

TWO RECONCILED ALFONSOS. 
Ex-King Alfonso XIII and Alfonso Carlos, the 
Carlist pretender, have ceased their rivalry for the 
Spanish throne and have pooled their interests.

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A TAX ON BROADCASTING. 

It has been suggested that Congress consider a tax 
on radio broadcasting as an aid to balancing the 
budget. According to a radio trade publication, “An 
aggregate income of nearly $50,000,000 from the sale 
of time alone this year is forecast by advances al- 
ready noted in network broadcasting thus far ‘this 
year. During the first quarter of 1932, the combined 
sales of time by National Broadcasting Co. and Co- 
lumbia Broadcasting System amounted to $12,176,145 
as against $8,258,645 during the same three months 
of 1931, an increase of 45.5. During 1931 the two 
major networks together grossed $35,791,999, an in- 
crease of 33.6 per-cent over the 1930 figure of 
$26,815,746.” 7 : 

Apparently the broadcasting business has fared 
better than many others in the depression. More- 
over, it is in a special category, since it exists by 
permission of the Government, which has the power 
to allot or withhold broadcasting permits. Once these 
permits are issued, they are used for the financial 
gain of broadcasting companies. The fact that mil- 
lions of persons derive pleasure from radio programs 


the broadcasters, or their liability to a just tax. 
Such # tax could be based either on the gross in- 
come of stations, or their power, based on wattage, 
‘or on both. It would have the virtue of ease of col- 
lection and should yield a tidy sum. 
CO-OPERATION AND THE CITY BUDGET. 

The story of the city budget is best told by these 
figures: Whereas those departments under budgetary 
control by the city admiuistration are being forced 
to take cuts averaging 19.6’per cent, the average cut 
fot departments, such as police and the courts, un- 
der State control is only 8.6 per cent. There is no 
way for the Bortd of Aldermen to force economies 
on the latter. For example; the Police Board may, 
if it chooses, remain adamant in its refusal to rec- 
ommend a reduction of 10 per cent in police salaries. 
Likewise, the Judges, who have rejected salary cuts, 
cannot be compelled to do so. 

It seems to us that-such a situation as the city 
faces calls for complete and whole-hearted co-opera- 
tion on the part of all. If such co-operation is not 
achieved, then the budget can ‘be balanced only by 
gross inequalities. It is not fair for some city em- 
ployes to suffer a 10 per cent cut, when, others take 
none, or for one group to’waive 5 per cent when, as 
in some extreme cases, other groups are forced to 
give up their jobs entirely. : 

The streets are ‘kept up under modern traffic with 
the greatest difficulty at any time. What would the 
proposed cut of 26 per cent in the department do to 
them? 

For years, Comptroller Nolte has railed against di- 
vided fiscal control of municipal activities, and the 
effect of the present impasse will be to create sym- 
pathy for his point of view. Taking a long view of 
it, we are not sure he is right. State control of the 
police may seem illogical, yet it has had the bene- 
ficial result of preventing a political ticup between 
the police and the City Hall, which has resulted dis-’ 
astrously in many cities. The Police Board would 
do well to bear in mind that refusal to make fur- 
ther concessions to the administration’s economy pro- 
gram may end in turning the department over to po- 
litical patronage. 

We should not like, moreover, to see the independ: 
ence of the Zoo, Art Museum and Library destroyed. 
These are special municipal functions, to be adniin- 
istered by experts free from political control or inter- 
ference. Broadly speaking, they are responsible for 
raising St. Louis from the status of an enlarged vil- 
lage to that of a metropolis. Under the stress of 
the city’s financial crisis, however, the Zoo and Art 
Museum are endangered. The Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment has announced it will ask the voters 
to cut their revenues 50 per cent at the November 
election. That is a drastic proposal, and far out of 
line with cuts suggested for other departments. 

There is yet time to prevent the budget-balancing 
job from becoming a crazy quilt of injustices. There 
is no occasion for hysteria and if everyone will make 
a sacrifice, the end of the next fiscal year Will fiud 
St. Louis in sound financial condition. In this con- 
nection, Collector Koeln shows that the factor of tax 
delinquencies need cause no great alarm. In the past, 
the city has actually profited by them because of the 
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penalties it collects. ‘Taxes constitute a first lien on 
property and are, therefore, excellently secured. We 
agree with Mr. Koeln that the nesoie. pes be per. 
mitted a breathing spell and that no sales should 
be made. It is certain that most delinquencies will be| , 
made good as times improve. In the meantime, the 
city is protected and can afford to defer collection 
of this revenue.
